During this whole Action the King of Denmark (as allo his Broe

{lain ſeveral wich his own hand, got in amongſt the Enemys Squa- 
drons, but happily broke chrough chem again, . His Majeſty 'en- 
deayaured toreduce his Leftwing into order again, but ſeeing ir 
could not. be done, and being almoſt ſurrounded by the Enemy, 
fought his way chrough them, beraking himfelf ro his Rightwingy 
which then was wholly engaged, and the S wedes iginwing ſee 
ing the Danes Leſtwing thus retireing and in diſorder, ſer upon 
theirIFoot and took the ernarage to (eize their Artillery, where- 
onthe King of Denmarks.
